DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 30-55 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Sherman (US Patent No. 6,831 ,91 2) in view of Link et al. (US Patent No. 
6,01 2,096) teach the limitations of claims 30 and 53 but fail to teach a system 
and method wherein the client computer is further arranged to: check each of the 
modified data packets received from the server with contents of the ring buffer; 
and if one of the modified data packets is not received by the client computer 
within a length of the ring buffer, delete from the ring buffer a particular one of the 
transmitted data packets and which is associated with said one modified data 
packet and store the particular one transmitted data packet so deleted in the 
second log file in combination with other limitations set forth in the respective 
claims.
